In accordance with Ordering paragraph 5 of the Commission’s Order dated December 20, 20 12 
in the above-referenced case, please iiiid enclosed for filing with the Coiiiiiiissioii East Kentiicky 
Power Cooperative, Iiic.’ s (“EIQC”) ~iioiitlily status report relating to EI<PC’s integration into 
the PJM Iiitercoiinection, LLC (“PJM”). 

On February 12, 2013, EI<PC’s Boarcl of Directors granted final approval for EICPC to join PJM. 
This board resolution is provided on Attaclinient 1 to this document. 

hi February 20 1.3, EI<PC participated in the Aiiction Reveiiue Rights (“ARRs”) aiiction. On 
March 1, 201.3, PJM posted the auction results on their web site. The results showed that 1122.3 
MW and 1 1.9 MW of ARRs cleared the Stage 1 A nominations from tlie Spurlock source to 
EKPC silk and from tlie Spurlock source to the Duke silk, iespectively. The Stage 1B auction 
began March 4 and results will be posted March 7. In Stage lB, EKPC will iioiiiiiiate 350.7 MW 
and 1.3 MW from various sources to the EIWC sink and from various sources to the Duke sink, 
respectively. EKPC will convert these ARRs to Financial Transmission Rights (FTRs) during 
the FTR auction, which begins April 2, 20 1.3 I

Review and Request Approval to Join PJM Interconnection, LLC 

After review of the applicable information, a motion to approve to join PJM 
Interconnection, LLC, was made by Strategic Issues Committee Chairman Lonnie Vice, and 
passed by the full Board to approve the following: 

Whereas, the Board of Directors (“Board”) of East Kentucky Power 
Cooperative, Inc. (“EKPC”), by and through its Strategic Issues Committee, 
has performed a complete and thorough analysis of the risks and benefits 
related to membership in the PJM Interconnection, LLC (“PJM”); 

Whereas, EKPC management, as directed by its Board, conducted 
negotiations with PJM with the parties developing a final set of terms and 
conditions that reasonably address EKPC’s interests and issues; 

Whereas, EKPC has to date sought and received all appropriate regulatory 
approvals to join PJM and is in position to receive all additional approvals 
that are required; and 

Whereas, EKPC and ACES have each provided updated costhenefit analyses 
which support EKPC joining PJM; now, therefore be it 

Resolved, that the Board of Directors hereby grants final approval for EKPC 
to join PJM and delegates authority to EKPC management to seek any 
additional regulatory or other approvals that may be necessary to fully 
integrate its operations into PJM beginning on June 1, 2013, and to take any 
and all other actions that may be necessary or desirable to accomplish such 
integration.

proper notice at which a quorum was present and which now appears in the Minute Book of 

Proceedings of the Board of Directors of the Cooperative, and said resolution has not been 

rescinded or modified.
